Tell what you know of Christ 


“And they rose up the same hour, and returned to Jerusalem . . . and. 
they told what things were done in the way, and how He was known 


of them” (Luke 24:33 ) 


When the two disciples had reached Emmaus, and were refresh- 
ing themselves at the evening meal, the mysterious stranger who 
had so enchanted them upon the road, took bread and broke it, made 
Himself known to them, and then vanished out of their sight. They 
had constrained Him to abide with them, because the day was far 
spent; but now, although it was much later, their love was a lamp to 
their feet; they forgot the darkness, their weariness was all gone, and 
immediately they journeyed back to Jerusalem to tell the gladsome 
news of a risen Lord, who had appeared to them along the way. 
They reached the Christians in Jerusalem, and were received by, a 
burst of joyful news before they could tell their own tale. 

These early Christians were all on fire to speak of Christ's resur- 
rection, and to proclaim what they knew of the Lord. They 
exchanged the details of their experiences. Today let their example 
impress us deeply. We too must bear our, witness concerning Jesus. 
John’s account of the’ sepulcher needed to be supplemented by 
Peter; and Mary could speak of something further still; combined, 
we have a full testimony from which nothing can be spared. 

Each of us has peculiar gifts and special manifestations; but the 
one object God has in view is the perfecting of the whole body of 
Christ. We must, therefore, bring our spiritual possessions and lay 
them at Jesus’ feet, and make distribution unto all of what God has 


given to us, 


Keep back no part of the precious truth, but speak what you know, 
and testify what you have seen and experienced. Let not the toil or 
darkness, or possible unbelief of your friends, weigh one moment 
on the scale. Up, and be marching to the place of duty, and there tell 
what great things God has shown to your soul. Our world is in des- 
perate need to hear and to see what great things Christ has done and 


what He can do.

The Elba Tigers saw their 
hopes of adding the area tourna- 
ment title to their regular season 
crown fall one win short last 
week as they lost to Luverne 61- 
53, on Monday night at the Elba 
High gym. 

The loss dropped Elba’s 
record to 18-7, while Luverne 
improved its record to 16-8 with 
the win, 

Luverne came out ready to 
play and jumped out to a 9-4 
lead early in the opening stanza, 
only to see Elba rally and pull 
within 9-7 on a three-pointer by 
LaRay Williams with 4:06 left 
in the quarter. Williams basket 
proved to be the Tigers’ final 
points of the quarter; however, 
and by the end of the quarter 
Luverne was back in command 
with a 16+7 advantage. 

Williams sparked the Tigers 
early in the second quarter and 
scored fivé points to help. Elba 
cut the Luverne lead 'to 16-14 
with 6;39 left: in the half, 
Luverne answered the Elba rally 
with an 8-2 min to pull out to'a 
24-16 lead with 4:38 remaining , 
only to see the Tigers rally again 
and pull within 26-25 with 2:07 
left. on the clock on a long three- 
pointer by. Mason Gulley. Elba

The Nongame Wildlife 

, administered by the 
Department of Conservation’s 
Wildlife and Freshwater 
Fisheries Division, is responsi- 
ble for monitoring Alabama's 
nongame. These are species like 
bluebirds, woodpeckers and 
robins that you see every day in 
your back yard. Some nongame 
species that were threatened or 
endangered due to loss of habi- 
tat. and low populations have 
made. fantastic recoveries, such 
as bald eagles and ospreys. 

Many are surprised: to learn 
thatthe “Nongame~ Wildlife 
Program does not receive state 
tax dollars. It is partially funded 
by the citizens of Alabama 
through tax-deductible dona- 
tions. In addition to donations, 
federal funds such | as the 
Pittman-Robertson’ Federal Aid 
in Wildlife Restoration Act (P-R 
Act) are also used. The P-R Act 
is. an excise tax on. sporting 
firearms, ammunition, archery 
and other outdoor equipment 
that is earmarked for wildlife 
restoration and’ management. 
Therefore, the hunters of this 
state provide the primary source 
of funding for Alabama's 
Nongame Wildlife Program.

Donations and money from 
the checkoff system, along with 
P-R money, helped fund the suc- 
cessful Bald Eagle Restoration 
Project and the Bluebird 
Restoration Project in the early 
days of the Nongame Wildlife 
Program. Today, the bald eagle 
and bluebird populations have 
increased to substantial numbers 
and sightings of these once rare 
birds are now common in many 
parts of the state.
